"Time 
and again the adverse winds threat- 
ened to beat, him back to earth, but 
he put forth- all of his- effort and in 
the end succeeded in .reaching the 
required height.

In just one hour and twenty minutes 


from the time he left, the ground 
Cooke alighted at the Motordrome. 
It . wa.s 5:05 arid the trip had 'been 
made without mishap.. Part, of the 
time his biplane rocked in the squalls 
and g-usts that shook its frail frame; 
Be-low him f he could not see a safe 
landing' place so he was forced to 
continue higher and higher. 
It had 


been.his intention of flying over'Sau- 
salito, across the bay to San-Francisco 
and thence to Oakland;, but the wind 
was- in the wrong direction and ;after 
he had reached a suitable height he 
Observed that' the: city across the bay 
w a s enveloped 'in fog< .

Ply- 
ing high above this city he crossed 
lower Broadway .and 
followed the 
estuary until near 
his 
destination.

his fellow aviator and the few persons

A distance of less than

vinced the conference at Shanghai is 
merely a ruse to afford Phahg Hsun.

LONDON, Dec. 
23.—The Peking- 
correspondent of the Times, after vis- 
iting Hankow,, and 
Nanking, cables 


from Shanghai that he is convinced a 
majority of the Chinese will consent 
to no compromise involving the in- 
tention of the Mahchu dynasty. 
He adds that it is confidently .ex- 


pected that Yuan Shi Kai will yield to 
the inevitable and become the first 
president of the federal republic of 
China..:

"While there is considerable oppo- 


sition ^to Yuan personally," the cor- 
respondent continues, "he is held' to 
command foreign respect and it is be- 
lieved as president he would receive 
the recognition of the republic from 
the foreign powers. The present issue 
is complicated hy Tuari's openly ex-, 
pressed fears that England and Japan 
are determined, by force if necessary, 
to maintain a monarchic government 
in China. 
"This story is absurd, but it is be- 
lieved by Yuan and is,having a_-bane- 
ful effect, which Great Britain'would 
be wise to remove.

stutitlon. Frank gave direct evidence of 
the division of 50,000 shares of "Western 
Pacific stock, among four of the bank di- 
rectors. 
This information, which Rosenheim only 


recently learned of, came as a complete 
surprise to Attorneys James A. Cooper and 
Frank H. Powers, representing several of 
the directors. 
. This was shown on the cross-examina- 
tion where Cooper, who is the attorney 
representing Defendant Bartnett in this 
action, asked Frank if'Brown had told him 
how 
many shares Hiram Johnson had 


received of the Western 'Pacific in 
the 


division of those securities. 
Tha witness 


replied that he had not been,told by any 
one that Johnson had been given any 
shares. 
Continuing his testimony, Frank said 
that on the trip to Mexico, which con- 
cerned an oil venture at Mazatlan, J. 
Dalzell Brown said that for the terminal 
facilities at Oakland the Western Pacific 
put up 60,000 shares of stock. This stock 
was divided into four equal portions of 
12,500 shares, and Bartnett, Dalzell Brown, 
.Tames Treadwel! 
and John 
Treadwell 


shared it among -themselves. 


RELATES DEALINGS. 


Frank related his dealings .with C. "W. 


Gregg in trying to negotiate a loan on 
1000 shares of Western Pacific stock to get 
funds to develop oil properties in Peta- 
luma and Pleasanton. Frank was in Den- 
ver at the time, and letters and telegrams 
that passed wore read. 
Finally Frank 


went to Red Bluff, where the 1000 shares 
of Western Pacific stock reached him by 
express. The stock was then worth about 
525,000 or $30,000. Frank tried to get a 
loan of $15,000 from W. R. Cahoone of the 
Bank of Tehama at.Red Bluff. After con- 
sidering the proposition, Cahoone finally 
declined to make the loan, on the.ground 
that the stock was not listed on the Stock 
Exchange. 
The stock he offered for a 


loan, witness testified, belonged to Brown, 


Subsequently a letter was received from 


J. Dalzell Brown saying that Mrs. Brown- 
had put up securities to the 
value of 


$30,000 to promote the oil schemes; In a 
postscript to this typewritten letter'Brown, 
who was then under sentence of Imprison- 
ment, in a hand which bore evidence. of 
writers' cramp, had written with the pen: 
"On my release it Is my intention to de- 
vote my entira time and energy to the 
oil business, and I join with you in tho 
wish and hope that we may make lots of

No 
clue has-been obtained as to how she mat 
her fate. 
Stabbed in Hyde Park while 
sha was on heir way to her aunt's home, 
blood marks showed that the girl had 
dragged herself 100 feet to her aunt's 
doorstep, whore she was found breathing 
her last.

•Reorganization-antf Radical Changes of 


Medical School to Be Made 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—Plans for 


reorganization, with radical changes, of 
tha medical and chemistry departments 
of the University 
of 
'California 
were 


adopted by (he board of university re- 
gents at their' meeting yesterday, 


The faculty of the. medical department 


has" presented 'a. memorial setting forth 
that the two departments of the school, 
one -in Berkeley and the. other in San 
Francisco, must be .brought together and 
that a teaching hospital must .be estab- 
lished. The placing of the clinical years 
on an academic basis was .also insisted 
upon. 
- 
The report urged that heads of depart- 
ments must devote a definite part ,of 
their time to teaching, perhaps their en- 
tire time, and sufficient funds must, "be 
available to pay clinical teachers and as- 
sistants. 
The policy of the regents will be 'to 
establish a medical school of the highest 
standard. 
< 


CHEMISTRY DEPARTMENT. 


The president of the university trans- 
mitted to the regents a letter from Prof. 
Gilbert N. Lewis regarding the new plans 
of the chemistry department. Lewis, who 
is research professor at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, has agreed to as- 
sume the headship of ,the department 
provided the necessary changes tire made. 
The chemistry department,; buildings' 
were erected In the. early days of tho 
university for the accommodation of BOO 
students, whereas about 1600 attend the 
classes. Professor Lewis insisted on the 
erection of a temporary building to cost 
about $7000 and ultimately a permanent 
building for the advanced work in chem- 
istry as a wing to the chemical labora-. 
tory. He recommended additions to the 
budget-for the year amounting to $14,500, 
of which $1.000 is to be added to the salary 
of the chairman ot the department, which 
is now S1000. 
The budget amounts to 


538,735.- This policy was a-lopted; but the 
details have not been worked -out. 


. GIFTS FROM STUDENTS. 


It was announced that 511,000 had been 


accepted; from'the Sturents1. Co-operative 
society, composed of all the undergradu- 
ates belonging to the Associated students, 
to be helfl until permanent quarters be- 
came available, when the amount will be 
used for equipment. 
The Associated students have given the 


university four houses and lots at Sylvan 
way and College avenue, the ground to be 
used for a new athletic' track. They will 
also pay for moving Hearst hall north or 
west of the football field and constructing 
the track from College avenue and Ban- 
croft way to the infirmary. This gift will 
amount to about ?50,000. 


It was 
reported also that, the alumni 


committee had purchased a house and lot 
at' 167 Santa Clara avenue, Oakland, -to be 
occupied during their lives by the three 
daughters of 
the late Professor .Hesse, 


and on their death to be disposed of as 
thought best,' the proceeds to be known 
as the Hesse'memorial scholarship: 


BOTANICAL GARDENS. 


The university has within the last two 


years bought 24G acres in Strawberry can- 
yon, 
and the department of botany has 


been authorized to develop botanical gar- 
dens and experimental plantations there. 
Borings to determine the character of the 
soil In the canyon have been authorized 
with a view to building a dam. 


An expenditure of 5500 for experiments 


In oiling the roads " of the 
university 


grounds, under the direction of Charles 
Gihnan Hyde, professor of sanitary en- 
gineering, has been authorized. 
It was announced that TJr. Herbert Put- 


nam, librarian of congress, would be the 
speaker for-the next charter, day on March- 
23, and 
he will deliver the, dedicatory 


address for the new university library, the 
gift of Charles F. Doe, that cost approxi- 
mately $860,006.

The conditions are that the 
students must be duly qualified candidates 
recommended by the Chinese sovernment 
for the privilege.
